Glossary

DEANITION

Means the voluntary withdrawal from a pursuit by the primary vehicle driver, the secondary vehicle driver, or by any
additional officers who are authorized by the managing supervisor to engage in the pursuit.

Means a readily accessible place w here a w eapon could be concealed and used in assaulting an officer or other
person. Such place includes, but is not limited to:

1. The passenger compartment of an automobile;

2. Various parts of the human body ; and

3. Unlocked hand-carried cases, packages, purses, and bags.

Means a device issued to and carried by authorized personnel, which allows entry into controlled access areas
depending on the lev el of authorization at the time of application and issuance.

Means an institution of higher education that is accredited by its state education department, and by either the Southern
Association of Colleges and Schools or a similar regional association recognized by the United States Department of
Education. In cases where the validity of a college or university accreditation is raised, outside of this definition, the
Chief, at his discretion, may acceptor reject the question of any university’s accreditation.

Means the resistance offered by an individual in the form of active phy sical aggression tow ards an officer or another
person and includes the threat of or actual use of a weapon by an individual against an officer or another person.

Is an individual activ ely engaged in killing or attempting to kill people. In most cases, active shooters use firearms
and there is no pattern or method to their selection of victims. An “Active Shooter” includes any one w ho uses any
deadly weapon (knife, club, explosives, efc.) to sy stematically or randomly inflictdeath or serious bodily injury.

Incidents w here “one or more subjects participate in a random or sy stematic shooting/killing spree, demonstrating
their intent to continuously harm others. An Active Shooter's ov erriding objectiv e appears to be that of inflicting death
or serious bodily injury on a mass scale, rather than criminal conduct such as robbery, kidnapping, etc.”

Means the job tasks w hich do not require an officer to exercise arrestauthority as a primary function of his position.
Means a member's absence from duty with pay, approved by the Chief of Police.

Means the administrativ e process to suspend the drivers' licenses of persons w ho either refuse or fail a breath or blood
test.

Means reports generated on a daily, weekly, monthly, quarterly, semi-annually or annual basis, w hen applicable, that
inform officers of operations or activities within the Department.

Means a documented review of an incidentor occurrence prepared for the Chief of Police, or his designee, to determine
w hether policy, training, equipment, or disciplinary issues should be addressed.

Means any aircraft used for the purpose of regularly scheduled passenger or cargo transportation, with a gross w eight
of over twelve thousand five hundred (12,500) pounds.

Means a device that propels two metal probes connected to the weapon by insulated wires that are designed to transfer
electrical voltage. A single use item identified by a serial number. The carfridge is tamper resistant and is sealed with
the AFID system in place.

Means a day w hen atmospheric conditions existw hich may resultin an ozone level that exceeds 0.075 ppm.

Means a secured, "sterile" area of the airport limited only to the access and movementofaircraft, marked vehicles, and
persons with authorized clearance. This area is distinguished by fencing surrounding the perimeter.

Means a declared civil on-airport emergency involving a fallen aircraft, initially activating Airport Fire Rescue,
Emergency Medical Service, and Airport Police Section.

Means the signed or written language used by mostdeaf or hard of hearing persons.

Means confetti-like discs that disburse at the time that an ECD cartridge is fired. Each AFID is imprinted with the serial
number of the cartridge from which itw as fired.

Death occurring rapidly and generally unex pectedly.

Means ammunition w hich has been inspected, approved, and documented by the Firearms Proficiency Confrol Officer
or the Training Academy Commander’s designee for use in authorized weapons.
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Means a Case designed for the make and model of the firearm, safely secures and protects the firearm, provides
retention for the firearm, and makes the firearm readily available. The Case must be inspected and approved by the
Firearms Proficiency Control Officer orthe Training Academy Commander’s designee.

Means Department approved handguns, shoulder weapons, or intermediate weapons.

Means a holster that is designed for the make and model of the firearm, one that safely secures the firearm, provides
retention for the firearm, and makes the firearm readily available. The holster mustbe inspected and approved, by the
Firearms Proficiency Control Officer or the Training Academy Commander’s designee.

Means a weapon used by San Antonio Police Officers in the performance of their duties that has been authorized and
approv ed by the Department, as noted in GM Procedure 309, Weapons.

Area Command s an ICS element used when there are a number of incidents generally in the same area and often of
the same kind. Examples of incidents that may be handled under Area Command protocol include two or more
hazardous material spills, multiple fires, Fiesta events, and Final Four basketball festivities and games. The use of Area
Command is determined by complexity and av ailability of resources.

Means carrying a weapon or other instrument capable of inflicting death or serious bodily injury.

Means an authorized member of the Department w ho is authorized by the Department and qualified to repair or modify
authorized weapons or a non-member w ho is approv ed by the Department to repair or modify authorized w eapons.

Means the intentional seizure of a person, whether actual or presumed, by an officer who is acting under real or
assumed legal authority to do so (coupled with a recognition of the arrest by the person arrested) for the purpose of
bringing him before a court to answ er for the commission of an offense

Head covers, clothing, objects, symbols and other items of religious significance that are firmly established within the
employ ee’s religion and the religious belief requires w earing the item.

Means the job tasks of a member, w hich may include a specific beat, post, or geographical responsibility .

The audit process is an essential mechanism for evaluating the quality of the department's operations, ensuring that
the department's goals are being pursued. It is a sy stematic and independent examination of data, statements, records,
documentation, operations and performances of bureaus, divisions, sections, units, shifts, details and offices in order
to ensure that control and integrity are maintained throughout the department.

Means v erbal approv al, transmitted ov er the assigned radio channel, by the managing supervisor and acknow ledgment
by the dispatcher and the officer driving the primary unit.

As defined in the Americans with Disabilifies Act (ADA), these are communication aids that assist people who are
deaf or who have hearing loss. They include, for example, sign language interpreters, hearing aids, cochlear
implants, the exchange of written notes, telecommunications devices for the deaf (TDDs) also called text
telephones (TTs) or telety pewriters (TTYs), telephone handset amplifiers, assistive listening systems, videotext
displays, and hearing assistance dogs. For an individual whois both hearing impaired and visually impaired, the
appropriate auxiliary aid and services may be the use of a tactile interpreter.

Means a knitted close-fitting usually navy -blue or black cap wornin cold or stormy weather. (See Watch Cap)

Means a pre-formed negative opinion or afitude toward a group or persons based on their race, religion,
ethnicity /national origin or sexual orientation.

Means a device that a person may ride and that is propelled by human pow er and has two (2) tandem w heels at least
one of which is more than fourteen (14) inches in diameter.

Means the Director of the Dow ntow n Bike Patrol Unit or any member under his command designated by him.
Means any items such as light sets, equipment bags, or other parts used in the operation of a bicy cle.

Means body fluids or secretions (i.e., sperm, blood, saliva, or sweat).

Means a Microorganism that can be presentin human blood that can cause diseases in humans. The term includes
the hepatitis B virus, hepatitis C virus, and human immunodeficiency virus.

Means a visual or manual inspection of the prisoner’s rectal or genital body cavities. Body Cavity Searches are
prohibited without written consent or a search warrantand are only conducted at a medical facility by qualified medical
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personnel. The probing of the mouth under exigentcircumstances to prevent the loss or destruction of evidence is not
considered a body cavity search.

Body modifications include, but are not limited to tattoos, unauthorized body piercings, intentional scarring, intentional
mutilation (a deliberate, intentional injury to one’s own body that causes tissue damage or leaves marks for more than
a few minutes), and brandings.

Means a bodily worn digital recording system and its components used to record audio and video during police
interactions.

Means an expressed intention to detonate an explosive device.

Means the intentional movementof authorized v ehicles in front of and behind the suspect v ehicle when the v ehicle is
at or near a complete stop to preventthe suspectv ehicle from fleeing. Incidental contact of the vehicles may occur if
the suspect v ehicle attempts to flee and should not be considered a chargeable accident.

Means an officer has his/her firearm out of its holster for his/her safety and includes pointing a weapon at an individual
w hile lawfully ex ercising his/her police authority .

Means the taking of a breath specimen through the use of an Intoxily zer to determine the Blood Alcohol Concentration
(BAC) of a suspected intox icated driver.

Means the return to duty by an officer when such officer is instructed to report for duty by an appropriate supervisor or
authority .

Means operating emergency v ehicles in a line or alongside each other ina pursuit.

Means an illness that is life threatening (i.e., cancer, heartattack, efc.).

Means the State Treasurer has received cash or securities in lieu of insurance or a certificate of self-insurance is on
file with the State.

Means the unbroken line of authority extending from the chief of police through a single subordinate at each level of
command down to the lev el of execution.

Means a member of the Volunteer Chaplaincy Program with one y ear of service with the program and who is appointed
by the Chief of Police.

Means the breath test or the voluntary or mandatory blood test for determining the suspects Blood Alcohol
Concentration or drug usage, and a urine test conducted for determining drug usage, but does not include the portable
breath test.

The Chiefs Use of Force Review Board meets monthly to review Use Of Force reports from across the Department to
identify any policy or procedural deficiencies, as well as for training and tactical anomalies.

Means those definiions prescribed within the Texas Penal Code, the Texas Code of Criminal Procedure, and the Famiy
Code as applicable.

See Lateral Vascular Neck Restraint (LVNR)

Means those definitions prescribed within Texas Family Code section 261.001 and may include the elements of the
offenses of Injury to a Child, Abandoning or Endangering a Child, and Capital Murder of a Child under Six.

Means the City of San Antonio and is used sy nony mously with the San Antonio Police Department.

Means the Convention Center exhibit halls, banquet halls and future ex pansions, the Lila Cockrell Theater, the Market
Square, the Market Square Smithsonian Building, Fiesta Room and Farmers Market, La Villita, the Alamodome and the
Municipal Auditorium.

Means any motor v ehicle that is ow ned, leased, or borrow ed by the City .

Means any domestic emergency such as a demonstration, sfrike, riot, and/or public panic which has the potential of
causing casualties or major damage to property.

Means any person w ho is nota sworn member ofthe San Antonio Police Department, and includes peace officers from

outside law enforcement agencies.
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Means consistently and intensively training, observing, mentoring, instructing, and prompting sworn members in the
fundamentals of police service.

Means a request for police services thatdoes not present an actual and immediate potential for serious injury, damage
or loss of property. An example of a code-one call would be an officer dispatched to take a report about a theft that is
not in progress or a report of a minor accident (no injuries).

Means arequest for police service that presents a threat or immediate danger of death or serious bodily injury to any
individual. Both, the threat and the need for assistance mustbe immediate. Anexample ofa code-three emergency cal
would be a shooting in progress or a disturbance with a knife/gun involved.

Means a request for police service where the immediate rapid response or arrival of police units will reduce the
probability of serious injury, damage or loss of property. Common code-tw o responses include bomb threats and animal
bite in progress.

Means the Chief of Police, an Assistant Chief, a Deputy Chief, a Captain, or the highest ranking on-duty officer.

Means a police vehicle assigned to a command officer as a take-home vehicle that can be used as an emergency
vehicle. Command response vehicles are not marked police vehicles, but are equipped with emergency warning
devices (emergency warning lights and siren).

Means a uniform worn by the Chief of Police, Assistant Chiefs, Deputy Chiefs, and Captains.

Means a disease that can be transmitted by infectious bacteria or viral organisms from one source fo another; also
called a contagious disease.

The term “companion” include any family member, friend, or associate of a person who is Deaf of hearing
impaired. A companion can include a family member, fiend, or associate of the Deaf of hearing impaired
individual whois an appropriate person with whom eth police department staff should communicate. Forexample,
a heating child who is giving a statement may be accompanied by a Deaf or hearing impaired parent. Effective
communication is to be provided to the Deaf or hearing impaired parent.

Means the company and representatives under conftract to administer the drug testing program.

Means a follow -up examination to evaluate the progress an organizational component has made tow ard correcting the
deficiencies found in an Operational Review.

Means, butis not limited to, computers, mobile data terminals, portable mobile data terminals, printers, and mainframes.
Means a handgun, the presence of w hich is not openly discernible to the ordinary observ ation of a reasonable person.

Means providing psy chological advice from the Department's behav ioral science specialists fo command, management
or supervisory staffon personnel or operational issues.

Means any thing prohibited or ex cluded by law .

Means a substance, including a drug and an immediate precursor, listed in Schedules | through V or Penalty Groups 1
through 4 of Title 6, Subtie C, Chapter 481, Subchapter B and D, of the Texas Health and Safety Code.

Means the act of duplicating a specific portion of a master tape by use of another recording medium.
Means the professional guidance of a sworn member through, but not limited to, positive and negativ e consultation.

Means a formal series of meetings betw een two (2) or more persons for the purpose of improving a person's emotional,
cognitive, and/or behav ioral w ell-being.

Means any reliable and credible person w ho has observ ed a particular individual, including a family member, within the
last 72 hours and in good faith believes the individual is mentally ill and exhibits a substantial risk of serious harm to
self or others. A credible person also includes phy sicians and other medical personnel who hav e recently ev aluated
and/or treated the individual.

Means conduct w hich the member believ es constitutes a violation of local, state, or federal criminal statutes.

Means a mental health facility located at 601 N. Frio St. and is the mental health authority as a provider of mental crisis
services for the mentally ill. (210) 225-5481.
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Means a high risk situation that imminently poses a continuing threat of death or serious bodily injury to any person by
another and includes, but is not limited to, the follow ing ty pes of incidents:

Barricaded individual;

Bomb incident

High risk suicide situation;

Hostage incident;

Sniper incident;

And Terrorist action.

Mean the Crisis Negofiators Detail, the SWAT Detail, the Bomb Squad, the K-9 Detail, and the Tactical Response Unit.

S kv =

Means emotional, cognitive, and/or behavioral deficits, w hether shortor long term, that resultfrom a person's ex posure,
either directly orindirectly, to situations that are sudden and unex pected in onset, and life-threatening, threatening to a
person's phy sical or psy chological identity, or threatening to a person's fundamental values in life.

Means the yard and buildings surrounding a residence or dw elling place and includes any fenced-in areas around the
house, any garages, sheds, outhouses, driveways, barns, efc. Curtilage does not include open fields surrounding a
residence, vehicles, or commercial business structures. Itdoes notinclude fire escapes, lobbies, or common hallw ays
of apartment complex es or multi-unit dw ellings.

Means the death of an individual who s in the custody of a peace officer or who dies as a result of a peace officer’s
use of force. A person is considered to be “in the custody of a peace officer” if the person is under arrest or under the
phy sical control or restraint of a peace officer.

Means an adult with whom the child resides.

Means the Administrative Services Manager of the San Antonio Police Department Records Office, or an assigned
designee.

Means legal or physical control of a person in an area or facility or while in transit; legal, supervisory, or physica
responsibility for a person.

Means either a drug recognition ev aluation or a drug recognition expert. See also "Drug Recognition Ev aluation/Ex pert"

Means a device oradrug that is unsafe for self-medication and this is not included in Schedules | through V or Penalty
Groups 1 through 4 of Title 6, Subtile C, Chapter 481, Subchapter B and D, of the Texas Health and Safety Code.

Means any item capable of causing injury, serious bodily injury, or death.

Means the medium used for the recording of computer transmissions and fransactions through the utilization of Mobile
Digital Terminals (MDT).

Means a relationship between individuals who have or have had a continuing relationship of a romantic or inimate
nature.

Means an act by an individual that is against another individual with whom that person has or has had a dating
relationship and that is intended to resultin physical harm, bodily injury, assault, or sexual assault or thatis a threat
that reasonably places the individual in fear of imminent phy sical harm, bodily injury, assault, or sexual assault, but
does not include defensive measures to protect oneself.

Means Internal Affairs cases w hich are deactiv ated w hen the complainant refuses to cooperate in the inv estigation, the
complainant has signed SAPD Form #202-CW, Complaint Waiver, or it is determined during the course of the
investigation the accused officer should not be a respondent.

Means force that is intended or known by the actor to cause, or in the manner of its use or intended use is capable of
causing death or serious bodily injury.

Means a person who has a hearing impairment, regardless of whether the person also has a speech impairment that
inhibits the person's comprehension of the proceedings or communication with others.

Refers to the San Antonio Police Department, the members of the organization, and the phy sical assets ofthe entity.

Mean files of sworn members thatare maintained by the unit w here the sworn member is assigned. Departmental field
files are for the internal use of the unit w here a sworn member is assigned and the Department.
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Mean files of sworn members maintained by the Accounting and Personnel Office as a record of the sworn member's
job history . Departmental personnel files are kept for the internal use of the Department.

Mean files of sworn members maintained by various units for the internal use of those units and the Department.
Departmental administrativ e files include, but are not limited to:

1. Departmental driving record files;

2. Departmental Internal Affairs Unit files; and

3. Departmental training files.

Means orders issued for the purpose of instruction, clarification of policy, and establishment of procedure or rules in the
form of general orders, special orders, chiefs memorandum, personnel orders, training bulletins, and division orders.

Means all items issued to and used by the member regardless of his unit of assignment. Such equipment includes, but
is not limited to: vehicles, weapons and ammunition, radios, radio carriers, telephones, pagers, proximity cards,
handcuffs, keys, badge, hat insignia, protective vest, identification card and holder, or other equipment issued through
the Department.

Means a City -ow ned firearm that is issued to an officer by the Department.

A doctor selected by the Texas Department of Insurance, Division of Workers’ Compensation (TDI-DWC) to make a
recommendation about an injured employ ee’s medical condition or to resolve adispute about a work-related injury or
occupational illness.

Means an officer who has received written authorization from his Division Commander and the Firearms Proficiency
Control Officer or the Training Academy Commander’s designee to carry a shoulder weapon.

Recorded phone calls obtained by equipment assigned to the San Antonio Police Department in the Detention Center
Facility .

Means the Bexar County Jail, the Bexar County Juvenile Detention Center, or City of San Antonio Detention Center
(referred to hereafter as the Detention Center).

Means:
1. Thedetaining of an officer for questioning about an incident, excepttrafiic violations,
2. Thephysical arrest of an officer for any felony or misdemeanor offense.

Means the discharge of any ex plosive device other than those associated with personal firearms and firew orks.
Means any evidentiary information stored or transmitted in digital form.

Means analog or digital media, including, but not limited to, electronic recordings of video, photograph, audio, film,
magnetic and optical media, and/or the information contained therein digitally committed to file and of probative value
that is stored or fransmitted in binary form.

Means any item capable of storing digital evidence including, but not limited to computers, handheld digital devices,
digital cameras, external hard driv es, printers, flash/thumb drives, efc.

May be used sy nony mously with deparimental orders.

Means the act of showing prejudice toward a person or treating a person differently based on his/her sex, age, race,
national origin, ancestry, citizenship, religion, disability, or sex ual orientation.

Means an infection or sickness to any part of the body that impairs normal functioning.

The commercial sex ual ex ploitation of any American citizen or law ful permanent resident who is under the age of 18.
DMST is a ty pe of Human Trafficking.

Means an area starting at the intersection of Salado and El Paso Streets; north on Salado fo its intersection with Frio
Street; thence northeast in a straight line to the intersection of IH 10 and Cadwallader St.; south on IH 10 to H 35;
northeast on IH 35 to a perpendicular point connecting with Cherry Street; south on Cherry Streetto Durango Boulev ard;
weston Durango to the San Antonio River; south along the San Antonio Riverto Arsenal Street; weston Arsenal to El
Paso Street; and then westto El Paso to Salado.

To change clothes in order to engage in phy sical exercise or phy sical activity other than phy sical activity required as
part of an officer's duties or training.

Means pressing the front of the ECD onto the body of a subject resisting law ful orders, and activ ating the ECD.

Means pressing the front of the ECD onto the body of a subject resisting law ful orders, and activ ating the ECD.

Glossary

DEANITION

Means the process the drug recognition ex pert uses to evaluate a suspect for the use of drugs by means of physica,
clinical, and psy chological criteria.

Means an officer trained to predict w hich of the seven (7) drug categories is causing the impairment of a driver that is
not under the influence of alcohol.

Means the compulsory production and submission of urine by an officer for chemical analy sis to detect the presence of
prohibited drug usage.

Means being able to understand whata deaf or hearing impaired person is frying to relate or being able to relate to a
deaf or hearing impaired person through talking, writing, or sign language or any combination of the three forms of
communication.

Means an examination, generally unscheduled, conducted regarding an organizational component's compliance with
the General Manual, Accreditaion Standards, Standard Operating Procedures (SOP), goals and objectives, and
budgetary accounts.

Means intermediate weapons that are considered non-deadly and intended, designed, made, or adapted to temporarily
immobilize a person, or elicit cooperation through pain compliance, by inflicting an electrical charge. Electronic Control
Device is sy nony mous with the term Conducted Energy Device (CED).

Means driving an emergency v ehicle according to state law and this procedure in response to a code-tw o or code-three
callor in pursuit of a fleging vehicle.

Means a marked police vehicle or a marked police motorcy cle equipped with emergency warning devices (warning
lights and sirens), or acommand response v ehicle.

Means the group of officers that make the initial entry into the location where the warrantis ex ecuted and may be used
as members of the security team and/or search team.

Call for service for a Mental Health Crisis where weapons are involv ed, and/or violence has occurred or is occurring,
and corroborating factors existthat establish a mental health nexus.

Means a formal interview, oral or written, designed to assess a person's emotional, cognitive, or behavioral well-being.

Means the officer designated by command authority to obtain names of officers for assignment to Fiesta events from
the POFS sy stem or for a special eventfrom the PSES sy stem.

Means the officer designated by command authority as the officer-in-charge of a Fiesta eventor special event.
Means property which may be used in a criminal proceeding to support an allegation made by the State. Should doubt
existas to the classification of the impounded property, it is classified as evidence.

Means:

1. A motor vehicle liability insurance policy cov ering the v ehicle or a photocopy of the policy;

2. A standard proof of motor vehicle liability insurance form prescribed by the Texas Department of Insurance under
Section 601.081 of Chapter 601 and issued by a liability insurer for the motor vehicle;

3. An insurance binder that confirms the operator is in compliance with Chapter 601 of the Motor Vehicle Safety
Responsibility Act;

4. Asurety bond certificate issued under Section 601.121 of Chapter 601;

5. Acertificate of deposit with the comptroller cov ering the v ehicle issued under Section 601.122 of Chapter 601;

6. A copy of a certificate of deposit with the appropriate county judge covering the vehicle issued under Section
601.123 of Chapter 601; or

7. Acertificate of self-insurance covering the vehicle issued under Section 601.124 of Chapter 601 or a photocopy
of the certificate.

Means the officer who has been assigned the responsibility to collect all evidence found during the execution of the
search warrant. This officer will also be responsible for impounding all evidence in the property room in accordance
with General Manual Procedure 606, Impounding Property.
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DEFNITION

Mean those emergency, unforeseen occurrences, or combination of circumstances w hich call forimmediate action.
Exigentcircumstances may existw hen there is a possibility :

1. Thata wanted suspectmay escape;

2. Ofbodily injury to any person;

3. Thatimportant evidence will be lost or destroy ed; and/or

4. Of serious damage to property, real or personal.

Means any device orinstrument constructed to ex plode by any chemical, mechanical, or nuclear means.

Means contact with blood or other potentially infectious material through the ey e, mouth, other mucous membranes, or
the non-intact skin. Examples of non-intact skin include dermatitis, hang-nails, cuts, abrasions, chafing, acne, efc.

Means utillizing the vested police powers and law enforcement related training provided by the City in outside
employ mentto provide police related services such as preserving the peace, enforcing the law , security, and controlling
traffic and crow ds for an outside employer.

Means Quantity times Denomination (i.e., 7 x $10.00 =$70.00) thus $70.00 is the Extension. Notto be confused with
Total Amount which is the Total contained in the Currency Bag.

Means a threat of violence involving a demand for any thing of tangible or intangible value.

Means any eventw here an aircraft contacts an object outside its normal scope of operation w hich results in damage or
injury .

Means an act of disorder or an act to destroy the tranquility or composure by a member of a family or household against
another member of the family or household that has not y etescalated into an act of family violence.

Means an act by a member ofa family or household against another member of the family or household that is intended
to result in phy sical harm, bodily injury, assault, or sexual assaultor that is a threat that reasonably places the member
in fear of imminent phy sical harm, bodily injury, assault, or sexual assault, butdoes not include defensive measures to
protect oneself. This also does not include the reasonable discipline of a child by a person holding that duty .

Means the customary costs, other than tuition, associated with the normal registration process ata college or university.
Means a personal encounter initiated by an officer for the purpose of conducting an interview.

Means an arrested personin the confrol of an officer prior to being released into the custody of detention personnel at
a detention facility .

Mean activities or events that have previously been included in the official Fiesta calendar, and any new activities or
events added to the calendar by the Fiesta Commission or the City .

Means the financial ability to pay for damages caused in a traffic accident for which one is liable (for further reference:
TTC 601.051).

Means any device designed, made, or adapted to ex pel a projectile through a barrel by using the energy generated by
an explosion or burning substance, or any device readily convertible to that use.

Means the police sergeant assigned to the Training Academy Firearms Range staff or an individual assigned by the
Training Academy Commander.

Means to drive behind a subject v ehicle without using emergency warning devices or any other method of instruction
to stop by the officer. The police vehicle mustadhere to traffic law s and fraffic control devices.

Means an officer's presence, the use of verbal communications, physical force as described in this procedure, or the
use of aweapon to achiev e a law ful police objective.

Means an identification procedure in which the suspect is presented singly to the witness (also known as "show -up"
and "one-on-one").

Means a regulation uniform (as described in the appendix) with all required accessory items.
Means an item which has been located by an officer or a citizen and appears to have been lost or abandoned.

Means a limited search of a person and his access areas for the purpose of discov ering w eapons.
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DEFINITION
Use of the masculine gender shall also include, w here applicable, the female gender.

How one ex presses oneself, in terms of dress, mannerisms and/or behav ior that society characterizes as "masculine”
or “feminine.”

A person’s perception of having a particular gender, w hich may or may not correspond with their birth sex.

A term used to describe individuals w hose gender expression is different from conv entional ex pectations of
masculinity and femininity or who display gender traits that are not normatively associated with their biological sex.

Means the person w ho, under court order, is the guardian of the child, or the public or private agency with whom the
child has been placed by a court.

Means any firearm that is designed, made, or adapted to be fired with one (1) hand.

A flashlight used in conjunction with a handgun to aid low lighttarget identification, allowing the officer to simultaneously
aim and illuminate the target.

Means small digital storage devices such as cell phones, PDAs, mp3 players and iPods.

Means any inv estigator thatis assigned to follow up an offense. This inv estigator is responsible for establishing probable
cause against a known offender. Based on the case details, the offender's characteristics, and the threat to public
safety, this investigator is also responsible for the decision to seek an arrest warrantor to file the case at large and may
also serve as the Officer in Charge or the Verification Officer.

Unw elcome conductthat is based on race, color, religion, sex, (including pregnancy ), national origin, age (40 or older),

disability, ancestry, citizenship, sexual orientation, gender identity /ex pression, or any other legally protected category.

Harassment becomes unlaw ful w here:

1. enduring the offensive conduct becomes a condition of continued employ ment;

2. submission to or rejection of such conductis used as the basis for any employ mentdecision affecting the harassed

erson; or

3. ?he conduct has the purpose or effect of unreasonably interfering with an affected person’s work performance or
creating an inimidating, hostile, or offensive work environment.

Harassment can include “sexual harassment’ or unwelcome sexual advances, requests for sexual favors, and other

verbal or phy sical harassment of a sex ual nature.

Means a criminal offense committed against persons, property, or society that is motivated, in whole or in part, by an
offender’s bias against an individual’s or a group’s race, religion, ethnic/national origin, gender, age, disability, or sexud
orientation.

Means that the Department has been placed in a high readiness condition because a more predictable threat of terrorist
activity exists or thatintelligence has been receiv ed indicating some form of terrorist action is imminent. This lev el may
be associated with the federal color-coded Threat Condition of Red.

Means restraining a prisoner by positioning him with his body stomach-side down and his hands and feet joined in the
back.

Means the retention and preservation of the requested tape for a six (6) month period.
Means the area of the Property Room w here officers enter to impound property .

Means an individual w ho seeks to commitmurder with the use of an ex plosive device and the ex plosion/blastwill likely
cause the death of that individual.

Develops when one or more ferrorists or criminals hold people against their will and fry to hold off the authorities by
force, threatening to Kill the hostages if provoked or attacked. In a hostage barricade crisis, the primary purpose is
usually not inflicting death or serious bodily injury ona mass scale. Hostages are needed as bargaining tools.

Refer to internal rules and policies that govern consumers and patrons of the business or event as they concern the
management and activities of consumers and patrons w hile atsaid businesses or event. (See Private Policies)

Means a unit composed of persons living together in the same dwelling, w hether or not these persons are related to
each other, and includes former members of a household who have filed an application for a protective order, or for
w hom protection is sought.
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DEFINITION
Means the virus that causes AIDS (Acquired Immunodeficiency Syndrome).

Transportation of people into the United States involving deliberate evasion ofimmigration laws. The offense includes
bringing illegal aliens into the United States as well as the unlaw ful transportation and harboring of aliens already in the
United States.

Means through the use or threatened use of force, fraud or coercion, inducing another to perform a commercial sex
act, or through any means, inducing a person younger than 18 years of age to perform a commercial sex act, or the
recruitment, harboring, provision or obtaining of a person for labor or services through the use of force, fraud or coercion
for the purpose of subjection to involuntary servitude, peonage, debt bondage or slavery.

Means mother, father, legal spouse, child or children, siblings, and other members of the immediate household residing
with the officer.

Means as soon as practical but not less than ninety days (90) prior to the ev aluation period.
Means as soon as possible and feasible.

Means when a vehicle is taken into custody and removed to a vehicle storage facility .

Means placing property that is inthe custody or control of the Department into the Property Room.

Means, but is not limited to any comments or conduct w hich others find offensive or degrading, even though they may
not constitute “sexual harassment’ or other prohibited harassment and/or discrimination.

Means:

1. Cold Zone (Support Zone): The "clean"area outside of the contamination confrol line. In this area, equipment and
personnel are not expected to become contaminated. Special protective clothing is not required. This is the area
where resources are assembled to support the hazardous substances/materials release operations.

2. Warm Zone (Contamination Reduction Zone): The area between the Ex clusion Zone and the Support Zone. This
zone contains the personnel decontamination station. This zone may require a lesser degree of personnel
protection than the Ex clusion Zone. This separates the contaminated area from the clean area and acts as a buffer
to reduce contamination of the "clean” area.

3. Hot Zone (Exclusion Zone): The area immediately around a spill or release and where contamination does or
could occur. This area is also in the innermost of the three zones of a hazardous substances/material incident.
Special protection such as body armor or personal protective equipment (PPE) gear is required for all personnel
w hile in this zone.

Means that the Department has been placed in an increased readiness condition because a general threat of possible
terrorist activity exists, butthe nature and extent of the threat are unpredictable. This level may be associated with the
federal color-coded Threat Condition of Orange.

Means materials including but not limited to: human body fluids, syringes, and needles.

Means a procedure in w hich an officer takes a witness to observe a suspectwhois atliberty, and who'is, in mostcases,
unaw are that he is being observed.

Means phy sical pain, illness, or any impairment of phy sical condition.

Means damage or harm to the phy sical structure of the body, and includes such diseases that naturally result from an
injury .

Means insurance cov erage on a specific motor v ehicle at the lev el of liability insurance meeting the state minimums or
greater.

Means a person who acts as a translator for a qualified interpreter. Often the sign language being used is not the ASL
in which the qualified interpreter is trained. The intermediary will franslate the dialect of sign language into standard
ASL for the qualified interpreter.

Means a non-deadly weapon issued by the Department to provide officers with force alternatives betw een Open/Empty
Hands Confrol and a Firearm. An Intermediate Weapon is not intended to cause permanent physicalinjury or death.
Intermediate Weapons include the baton, ex pandable baton (ASP), Rapid Containment Baton (RCB), bean bag, pepper
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DEFINITION
ball, sage gun, electronic control devices (ECD), oleoresin capsicum (OC) spray, chemical agents, and other non-
deadly weapons or devices approv ed by the Chief of Police.

Means the questioning of a person w ho has been stopped or arrested and is suspected of criminal activity .

Individuals w ho are born with chromosomes, ex ternal genitalia, and/or an internal reproductive sy stem that is not
considered “standard” for either male or females.

Means the questioning of a person by an officer when the person is not suspected of criminal activity at the ime of the
encounter.

Means a room within a police facility used to interview witnesses orinterrogate suspects involved in criminal activities.

Means any alcoholic bev erage or confrolled substance, w hich, when introduced into the body , may cause an impairment
of any mental or phy sical capacity .

Means not having the normal use of mental or phy sical faculties by reason of the introduction of alcohol, a controlled
substance, a drug, a dangerous drug, a combination of two or more of those substances, or any other substance into
the body ; or having a blood alcohol concentration of 0.08 or more.

Means any lev el of mental or phy sical incapacitation resulting from the voluntary introduction of any alcoholic bev erage
or controlled substance into the body .

Means entering the human body for the purpose of refrieving evidence, such as blood and saliva for DNA comparison.

Means any supervisor assigned to the investigative unit that is assigned to follow -up an offense. This supervisor is
responsible for authorizing and monitoring the walking of warrants by the handling inv estigator and may also serve as
the Warrant Ex ecution Supervisor.

Means an officer did not initiate a transfer action, but was drafted or reassigned inv oluntarily .

Means the same as "Child" and both words are used interchangeably in this procedure.

The lateral vascular neck restraint (LVNR), commonly know n as a sleeper hold, or carotid chokehold, is a general term
for a grappling hold that critically reduces or prevents either air (choking) or blood (strangling) from passing through the
neck of an opponent. The restriction may be of one or both and depends on the hold used and the reaction of the victim.

Means includes but is not limited to trafic and pedestrian stops, questioning, interviewing, frisks, detentions,
inspections, consensual or nonconsensual searches of person(s) or vehicle(s), or arrest of a person(s), and in asset
seizure and forfeiture efforts.

Means a person who has been issued a license by the Texas Department of Public Safety to carry a concealed
handgun.

Means an incident in w hich extreme violence or the possibility of death might occur.

Means a duty assigned to an officer who has some degree of phy sical or mental disability .

Also referred to as speech reading; the ability to use information gained from movement of the lips, face, and
body to increase understanding.

Means an identification procedure in which alive suspectis placed in a group setting and presented to an ey ewitness.

Means any document, paper, letter, book, map, photograph, sound or video recording medium, regardless of phy sical
form or characteristic and regardless of w hether public access to itis open or resfricted under the law's of the state,
created or received by alocal governmentor any ofits officers or employ ees pursuantto lawss, including an ordinance,
or in the transaction of public business.
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DEFNITION
Means an entity to which the Department of State Health Services designates its authority and responsibility within a
specific region for planning, policy, development, coordination, including coordination with criminal justice entifies, and
resource development and allocation and for supervising and ensuring the provision of mental health services to
persons with mental illness in the most important and available setting to meet individual needs in one or more local
service areas.

Means those persons temporarily separated from their party or relatives.

A crime that involves a death, serious bodily injury, sex ual assaultor any instance in w hich the Homicide or Special
Victims Unit will be the lead inv estigating/follow up Unit.

Means the original video tape or the digital video copy ofany incidentthat might be considered as phy sical evidence in
an offense.

Means the supervisor assigned to control a pursuit situation.

Means a threat to public safety created by fire, conventional or nuclear ex plosion, and accidents involving hazardous
materials, frain mishaps, aviation crash, and/or utility outages or shortages.

Means a police v ehicle display ing an emblem of the Police Department. Marked police v ehicles may be equipped with
emergency warning devices.

Means that the Department has been placed in a maximum readiness condition because a terrorist incident has
occurred.

Means the action is permissive.
Means all employ ees ofthe San Antonio Police Department.

Means situations in which an individual, because of a potential or actual mental illness, presents a danger to self or
others, or who's mental or phy sical health is atrisk of serious deterioration. Mental Health Crisis situations may include,
but are not limited to:

1. Situations in which mentally ill persons are involved in disturbances;

Criminal offenses;

Suicides;

Suicide threats;

Suicide attempts;

Threats made to harm another; and

When amentally ill person’s health is at risk of serious deterioration, physically or psychologically, to a point that
they are a danger to themselves or to others.

Nooakwh

Call for Service for a non-life-threatening  situation in which an individual is ex hibiing ex freme emotional disturbance
or behavioral distress, considering harm to self or others, disoriented or out of touch with reality, has a compromised
ability to function, or is otherwise agitated and unable to be calmed.

Means an inpatient psy chiatric hospital or emergency room, including the Crisis Care Center.

Means a person who is receiving inpatient mental retardation services or courtordered inpatient mental health services
ina mental health facility and that person leav es the facility without notify ing the facility, or without the facility's consent.

Means an illness, disease, or condition (other than epilepsy, senility, alcoholism, or mental deficiency ) that:
1. Substantially impairs a person’s thought, perception of reality, emotional process, or judgment; or
2. Grossly impairs behavior as demonstrated by recent disturbed behavior.

Means a person w ho is ex hibiting sy mptoms of mental illness and w ho is recognized by a peace officer or other credible
person as being mentally ill and who may be in need of mental health care services.

Means any aircraft contracted with or belonging to a military service ofthe United States of America or foreign country .

Means the state mandated level of liability insurance coverage required that each motorist carry on each vehice
licensed to operate on the roadway . The minimum liability insurance required by law is $25,000 bodily injury per person,
$50,000 bodily injury peraccident, and $20,000 for property damage per accident.

Means a person under 21 years of age as defined in the Texas Alcoholic Beverage Code, Section 106.01, Definition,
and includes juveniles.
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DEFNITION
Means either a Misdemeanor Notice to Appear, a Notice of Traffic Violation, or a Parking Violation Notice.

Means any one meeting the following criteria:

1. Disabled: A person of any age whois missing and under proven phy sical/mental disability or is senile, thereby
subjecting himself/herself or others to personal and immediate danger.

2. Endangered: A person of any age whois missing under circumstances indicating that his/her phy sical safety is
in danger.

3. Involuntary: A person of any age who is missing under circumstances indicating that the disappearance was not
voluntary, i.e., abduction or kidnapping.

4. Juvenile: Aperson under the age of 21 whois missing and does not meet any ofthe entry criteria set forth in

any other category.

Catastrophe: A person of any age who is missing after a catastrophe.

6. Other: Aperson overthe age of 21 not meeting the criteria for entry in any other category who is missing and
for whom there is a reasonable concern for his/her safety .

NOTE:

o

Arecord for a missing person whois age of 21 and over may be enteredin the Missing Person File providedthe entering
agency has signed documentation in its possession supporting the stated conditions underwhich the person is declared
missing. This written documentation will aid inthe protection of the indiividual's right to p rivacy.

Means a vehicle that is propelled or drawn by mechanical power.
Means stopping of a motor v ehicle for an alleged violation of the traffic code or city ordinance violation.

Means the action is mandatory .

Means the legal name of a person.

Means the damaging effects of hurricanes, tornadoes, windstorms, thunderstorms, floods, earthquakes, or other natural
phenomena.

Means disruption of the sensory and motor nervous sy stems causing an involuntary contraction of muscles.

Means any use of force other than that which is considered deadly force.

Means performing outside employ mentor v olunteer w ork of a non-police nature

Means:

1. Aninjury ora disease incurred by an officer w hile not acting in the course and scope of his employ mentas a
police officer for the City of San Antonio; or

2. Pregnancy, childbirth, or a related medical condition.

Means a Civilian City Employ ee ofthe San Antonio Police Department.
Means those hours between 0745 and 1630, Monday through Friday, ex cluding holiday s.

Means that a general threat of possible terrorist activity exists, butthe threat only warrants routine security measures.
This level may be associated with the federal color-coded Threat Conditions of Green, Blue, or Yellow.

Is a state-mandated form used to document the taking of a person into custody by means of a warrantless emergency
detention.

Means a civilian who received written authorization on SAPD Form #166-AR (Civilian Observer Authorization &
Release) to ride ina police vehicle.

Means a disease to any part of the body incurred by an officer w hile acting inthe course and scope of his employ ment
as a police officer for the City of San Antonio. The exposure to an Occupational Disease confracted by the officer must
be documented in accordance with General Manual Procedure 615, Exposure to Communicable Diseases and Other
Public Health Risks, and Procedure 916, Worker's Compensation.

Means an ex posure incident resulting from the performance of a member's duties.

Means an injury incurred by an officer w hile acting in the course and scope of his employ mentas a police officer for the
City of San Antonio. The Occupational Injury must be documented in accordance with General Manual Procedure 916,
Worker's Compensation.
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DEFANITION
Means the officers assigned to the Off-duty Employ mentDetail for the purpose of assigning and regulating security at
city facilities.

Means work assigned to officers at one of the designated city faciliies by the Off-Duty Employ ment Detail. Off-Duty
employ mentin city faciliies entails general security, crowd and fraffic control and other police related activities.

Means those employ ees of the Department, regardless of rank, who are swornin, as provided by law, to perform the
duties of a regular police officer for the City of San Antonio. The words may be used interchangeably .

Means a detailed review ofan officer's entire employ menthistory with the Department prepared by the Officer Concern
Program Coordinator.

Means:
1. Anincident in which an officer discharges a firearm and the discharge resulted in a death or injury to any person;
or

2. Any incident in which an officer uses deadly force against another or deadly force is used against an officer,
w hich results in death or serious bodily injury to any person; or

3. Any incident in which an officer discharges a firearm at an individual or v ehicle regardless of w hether intended
target is hit.

Means a group of ciizens and officers (inclusive of Homicide Unit, Internal Affairs, Training Academy, and SAPOA
representatives) and citizens designated by the Chief of Police, w ho report directly to the Deputy Chief in command of
the Investigations Division or his designee, responsible for providing the Chief of Police a true assessment of the
incident as it relates to training, and policy & procedure deficiencies.

Means the actual phy sical presence and includes the display ofauthority an officer demonstrates w hich begins with an
initial contact and continues until the officer ends the contact.

Means the officer that applies for and obtains the warrantand/or the officer that ex ecutes the warrant. The Officer-In-
Charge shall not be the same as the Verification Officer.

Means a non-lammable chemical agent and an intermediate weapon.

Means using phy sical force to manipulate a person’s arms and hands during handcuffing, and the support provided a
handcuffed person while walking, turning, or entering and exiting a vehicle. This force includes physical touching,
gripping or holding, pain compliance measures, pressure point applications, come-along techniques, and takedowns.
This force does not include punching, striking, and kicking.

Means a comprehensive examination conducted on an organizational component of the Department to evaluate the
quality of their overall performance, in meeting its goals and objectives.

Means an order signed by ajudge that authorizes a peace officer designated by the court to take a person into custody
and fo transport him to a designated hospital or mental health facility for an evaluation and treatment pending a hearing
on a filed Application For Court-Ordered Mental Health Services.

Means the first person 18 years ofage or older that the victim of a sex ual assaulttold about the assault.

Means garments including coats, w aistband and pocket ex teriors w hen inside heav y coats, hats, pants, cuffs, boot tops,
and such other places w here the touching of a person would rev eal that he is armed.

Means a person or organization for whose benefit an officer performs a service orwho may exercise confrol over the
officer in the performance of the officer's outside employ ment.

Means work or occupational activity performed off-duty for wages, salary, commission, percentage, or compensation
of any kind, whether or not it is provided as a donation, charity, or otherwise and includes, but is not limited to: self-
employ ment, contractual employ ment, or employ mentby an agency, business, enterprise, or others.

Means a gas formed by a series of complex reactions involving Volatile Organic Compounds (VOC), such as fuels, solvents, and
paints, and oxides of nitrogen (NOx), fromincomplete combustion, in the presence of suniight under certain atmospheric conditions.

Means operating anemergency vehicle on streets parallel to the pursuit route.

Means the mother, the father whether ornot the child is legitimate, oran adoptive parent, but does notinclude a parentwhose parentl
rights have been teminated.

Means a firearm owned by an individual Officer, which has been registered with the Departmentas an approved firearm, and which
Officers may carry on-duty or off-duty in a Police capacity.

Means both civilian and swom employees of the San Antonio Police Department.

Means a record other thana police record.

Means an identification procedure in which a group of photographs is displayed before the witness (also known as "mug -lineup" and
"photo spread”).

Means anything which can establish thata crime has been committed or which can provide a link between a crime andits victmor a
crime and its actor.

Means the use of physical strength and agility, or other physical techniques officers are trained in to achieve a lawful police objective.

Means a written, formulated course of action designedto be a non-punitive way of addressing an officer’s unacceptable behavior b
the benefit of the officer and the Department.

Means a Supervisory Officer discusses levels of work performance expected by the Officer in relation to the evaluation criteria lised
in 6-PE, Police (Sworn) Employee Annual Performance Evaluation.

Means those activities for which permits are required, large numbers of persons may gather or attend, or unique security or trafic
control efforts are required and such activity is known in advance. Examples include, butare not limited to, parades, spor ting events,
dignitary protection; First Amendment rights activities, cultural and civic events, religious gatherings, labordisputes, and communiy
activities.

Means a bicycle thatis owned, leased, or borrowed by the Department.

Means a computer programused to maintaina record of inventory and maintenance of bicycles and bicycle equipment.

Means a computer programthat allows officers to sign up for possible transfers to any applicable units by listing their selections in
priority sequence.

Means the Assistant Executive Officer assigned to the Office ofthe Chief of Police.

Means a database containing the radio number, serial number, and assigned officer's name/badge number.

Means any building used by the Department, including its adjoining parking lot.

Means:

1. Anyeventin which a member of this Department is involved which causes the member or anctherperson toincur serious bodily
injury or death, or

2. An eventwhere there may be a question as to the Department's liability, a significant loss of property or which may resultin
heightened community interest, or the custodial arest ofa San Antonio Police Officer.

Means a computer programthat lists names of officers requesting assignments at Fiesta events.

Means a record received, gathered, maintained, or created for the prevention, detection, investigation, or prosecution of crime and
includes, butis notlimited to, incident reports, offense reports, supplemental reports, crime scene search reports, prosecu tion guides,
and photographs.

Means unconsciousness or death caused by the interruption of breathing due to the body being placed stomach-side down or in any
other position that restricts a person’s ability to breathe.

Means the processing of persons arrested or detained for criminal activities. Pre-booking activities include, but are notlimited to,
debriefing, maintaining control, conducting tests, and completing reports and forms.

Means a building or a portion of a building, excludingany public or private driveway, street, sidewalk or walkway, parking lot, parking
garage, or otherparking area.

Means the execution of a felony arest warrant or a search warrant.
Meansthe Department-issued handgun wornbythe officerwhile in uniformor plain clothes,oran approved personally-owned handgun

worn by the officer while working in plain clothes. For undercover assignments, the Office of the Chief of Police may approve an officer
to carry an approved handgun otherthan a Department-issued handgunin accordance with Section .06 of this procedure 309.

Means an emergency vehicle driven by the officerinitiating a pursuit oranother emergency vehicle that takes the lead vehicle posifon
in a pursuit.

Means a designated roomor area, in a location other than a detention facility, where a prisoner or suspectin custody is taken b be
processed priorto being taken to a detention facility to be booked or prior to being released fromcustody. Processing rooms or areas
are located in the Juvenile Processing Office, Polygraph Office and the Blood Alcohal Testing Vehicle.

Means a location other than a detention facility, where a prisoneror suspectin custody is taken to be processed prior to being taken
to a detention facility to be booked or priorto beingreleased fromcustody. Processing rooms include Youth Crimes Services Office,
Night Detectives Unit, Tactical Response Unit, and any investigative follow-up unit offices.

Means a process which makes one highly competent, skilled, and adept.

Means a card - stating at leastthe name of the insured or authorized drivers, insured vehicle, insuring company, company phone
number, policy number and beginning and expiration date of coverage.

Means an attempt by an officer, while driving an emergency vehicle with lights and sirens activated, to apprehendthe occupant(s) of
a vehicle who are evading arrest by maintaining orincreasing the speed of a vehicle and by ignoring the officer's instructio n to siop or
are taking evasive actions. Evasive actions may consist of increasing speed making aggressive drivingmaneuvers (i.e., going of
road, disregarding traffic controls, turning off vehicle lights, and/or weaving infout of traffic), or similar actions.

Means an officer who has completed his initial one year probationary period, is not on suspension, is notin a limited duty a ssignment
and has entered a request for transfer into the Police Career Activities System.

The interpreter must be able to interpret effectively, accurately, and impartially both receptively and expressively in the | anguage
the deafperson uses (e.g. American Sign Language or signed English) and must be familiar with law enforcement tems and phrases.
Because a qualified interpreter must be able to interpretimpartially, a family member, child or friend of the individual who is deaf

Means a judgment/conclusion thata person is unable to safely and/oreffectively performtheir duties due to the suspectedin fluence
ofdrugs. Reasonable suspicion is based on specific, observable facts that an officer may be underthe influence of drugs.

Means a local governmentrecord.
Means an itemwhich has been located by an officer ora citizen and the officer knows or believes the itemis stolen.
Means the recommending of an officer, through any of the (3) applicable prescribed methods, to the Officer Concern Program.

Means events or jobs located within Bexar County at locations other than the designated city facilities, as outlined in Article 14 of he
Contract, which are referred to officers through the Off-duty Employment Detai.

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Means a group of departmental members who report directly to the Deputy Chiefin command of the Investigations Division whoare
responsible for investigating al custodial deaths and officer-involved shootings which resultin bodiy injury or death.

Means the action is advisory. Where used, "should" indicates that, while the procedure is not mandatory, it should be followed if he
situation permits.

Means a rifle, shotgun, or submachine gun whichis registered with the Department as an approved firearm. The shoulderweaponis
designed to be fired with the stock of the weapon placed against the shoulder.

Means the form of communication obtained by converting American Sign Language signs into English word orderand grammar.

American Sign Language (ASL) is the form of sign language most often used in the United States. Signs convey concepts or
ideas even though a sign may stand for a separate English word. Signing individual letters by finger spelling can supplement
sign language. Justas there are regional variations (dialects) in spoken English, there are regional differences in sign language.

Means a person with the basic skills and ability to facilitate communication between a police officer and a deaf or hearingi mpaired
person. The signerwill determine if their skills are not sufficientand thata qualified interpreter is needed.

Means any conductthatan ordinary and prudent person would notengage in, given the same set of facts and circumstances and that
by its very nature would bring reproach and/or discredit to the San Antonio Police Department, regardless of the legality of such
conduct.

Means a non-contact demonstration of the ECD’s ability to discharge electricity. This is conducted only when the cartridge has been
removed fromthe weapon.

Means an event, other than a Fiesta event, sponsored or endorsed by the City that employs officers in public safety roles. Specil
eventsinclude, but are not limited to: parades; foreign or national dignitary visits; and national, regional, and local holiday celebrations.

Means events which may create a threatto public heatth, safety, or order and such activity occurs without sufficient notice to allow for
comprehensive planning. Examples include, butare notlimited to, unusual occurrences, crowd disorders, labor disputes, and First
Amendment rights activities.

Means a child who is accused, adjudicated, or convicted for conduct that would not, under state law, be a crime if committed by an
adult.

Means an intentionally initiated encounter and temporary detention of a person by an officer who has reasonable suspicionto believe
thatthe person is involvedin criminal activity, for the purpose of interrogating the person.

Means the police practice thatinvolves the temporary detention, field questioning, and limited search of a person and/orveh icles for
weapons.

Means an officer's behavioral, emotional, and cognitive response to any demand or demands made on him.

Means the removal or rearrangement of clothing to pemit the visual or manual inspection of all skin surfaces of a person's g entals,
buttocks, anus, or female breasts for the purposes of discovering weapons, contraband, or evidence and is prohibited without writen
consentor a searchwarrant. The reaching inside of clothing to immediately refrieve a weapon or contraband discovered during a frisk
is not considered a strip search.

Means any member who is subject to the authority of another.

Means the method of allowing one officer to work for another officer, for a full shift, provided certain constraints are met.

Means an individual who seeks to commit suicide with the use of an explosive device and is not concerned for the safety of others,
including law enforcement and other emergency service personnel.

Mean sworn personnel of this department who have attained the rank of sergeant or above.

Means an individual who an officer has reasonable suspicion to believe thatthe person has committed, is about to commit, or is
committing an offense.

Every Federal, State, and locallaw enforcement agency shall report each case of a missing child under the age of 21 reported to such
agency to the National Crime Information Center (NCIC) of the Department of Justice (Section 3701(a) of the Crime Control Act of
1990). Therefore, all persons reported age 20 and under are referred to as a juvenie in NCIC and will be placed in the syste m. The
Adam Walsh Actamends Suzanne’s Law requiringentry into TCIC and NCIC within two (2) hours of receipt.

Means an employee of the San Antonio Police Departmentwho has successfully completed a course of instruction inthe identificaion
of controlled substances and dangerous drugs by means of a reagent test.

Means a process that subjects one to certain actions, methods, techniques, exercises, efc. to bring about a desired condition or see
of proficiency.

Means a written copy of a data tape or portion of a data tape.

An umbrella termthat describes individuals whose gender identity differs fromthe sex the personhad or was identified as having at
birth.

Means the physician hired by an officer who is primarily responsible for the officer's health care for aninjury or iliness

Means an area that medical personnel partition into three (3) segments; one (1)for any deceased or untreatable victims, one (1) or
seriously injured casualties, and one (1) forminor or non-njured persons.

Means the costassociated with course instruction.

Means having a detectable amount of alcohol in the person’s system, yet the blood alcohol concentrationis less than 0.08.

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Means emergency situations that are of such significant magnitude soas to compel the recall of personnel or support fromoth er
agencies in order to protect life and property, prevent escalation, and restore order. Unusual occurrences include:

4. Incidents which escalate beyond the scope of Critical Incidents.

Means an automated computer programdesigned to automatically notify complainants or victims of certain crimes of the release of
the inmate arrested for the crime fromthe Bexar County Jail.

Means the recording device that originally recorded the incident. This includes the locked box that some video recorders are housed
in, ata business or location.

Means any four (4)digit number selected by the complainant, victim, or officerand used by the VINE computer to notify the complainant
or victim of the release of the arrested person.

Means a serious disease caused by a virus that attacks the liver. Itcan cause lifelong infection, cirrhosis (scarring) of the liver, liver
cancer, liver failure, and death.

Means a color-coded pass card assigned to a specific floor levelissued by Security Desk personnel to any visitor conducting business
beyond the Security Desk area.

Means a warning is given to persons within the defined area thata threat to life and property exists. Individuals issued this waming
are notrequired to evacuate.

Means an officer has initiated a transfer action by applying fora transferthrough the Police Career Activities Systemor SCHARDS.

Means a person who is notordained, but has extensive experience in religious matters and who is otherwise qualified to assist he
“Volunteer Chaplains” in their various duties.

Means clergy appointed by the Chief of Police to conduct pastoral services for the department.

Means a board consisting of the Chaplain Coordinator, the Chaplaincy Liaison Officer, a Family Assistance Officer, and a Department
Psychologist. The board is designed to provide administration for the Volunteer Chaplaincy Program.

Means the actual weather eventis currently taking place for the location (usually associated with a county or specffic defin ed area).

Means any supervisor assigned to the Unitthatis executing a warrant. This supervisoroversees the delivery and execution of he
warrantand may also serve as the Investigative Supeisor.

Means any supervisor assigned to the unitthatis executing a warrant. This supervisor oversees the delivery and execution of he
warrant.

Means the process of taking a personinto custody for the purpose of conducting a preliminary mental health evaluation of that person,

when a peace officer believes thatthe person is mentally ill, is an imminent danger to himselfor to others and when the re is not
sufficienttime to geta warrant.

Means conditions are favorable for the development of the particular weather event.
Means a knitted close-fitting usually navy-blue or black cap wom in cold or stormy weather. (See Beanie)

Means an instrument specifically designed for offensive or defensive combat.
